Marines . 

Tales of the American 
Indiaa bave been admir- 
ably told by J. Fen'more 
Cooper whose stories ave 
delighted untold generat 
jons of Americans from 
1821 to the present day. 

Yet, few persons know 
that the author of “The 
Last «f the Mchicans,’”’ 
“Pathfiider,” “Deerslay- 
er,” and other stories of 
the American aborigines 
was also familiar with the 
sea and the sailing ships 
which were once the pride 
of the U. S. Navy. 

Cooper’s experience as a 
seaman on a merchant ve-- 
sel and as a midshipman 
in the U.S Navy gave bim 
a wealth of seagoing lore 
which occasionally may be 
found in his writings. 

More than a centure ago 
he described the U_ S, Mar- 
ines of that period as 
“Strictly infantry so'diers| 
who were trained to serve 
afloat; and their discipline, 
equipments, spirit and 
character and esprit de 
corps are altogether those 
of an army.” 

Harking back to still 
earlier times Cooper wrct- 
in part: “Ato period of 
naval history of the world 
is it probable that the 
marines were more import- 
ant than during the war of 
the Revolution. The his- 
tory of the Navy abounds 
with instances of the ga’- 
jJantry and self-devotion of 
this body of soldiers,”* 

The author of the 
Leatherstocking Tales had 
ample opportunities to note 
the deportment of the sea 
soldiers, as he served in the 
Navy from 1808 until 1811. 
His fame as a writer came 
several years ‘ater.

Mr. Gary expressed con- 
fidence that the grand total 
of 1940 sales will go higher, 
pointing out that affiliated 
committees in four counties, 
Amherst, Appomottox, 
Mathews and Wise so far 
have failed to report of the 
seal sale in their communi- 
cies.

Mr. Gary said he had 
high hopes that when final 
results are knewn the con- 
tributions of generous Vir- 
ginians will enable his or- 
ganization to reach its re- 
cord goal of $141,177, 
whinh was set as the a- 
mount required to continue 
prosecution of the war 
gainst the white plague 
throughout 1941 without 
any curtailment of objec- 
tives. These aims, he em- 
phasized, include the edu- 
cation of the public to the 
dangers of tuberculosis, to 
uncover the disease in its 
early stages, and to restore 
the sick to health and use- 
ful occupation. -

Dairy Barn Venti- 
lation Needs Care- 
ful Watching 


Proper ventilation in the 
milking barn is more im- 
portant than many farmers 
realize, for it has been 
shown that the temperature 
affects milk production. 

Studies of barn ventilat- 
ion indicate that a tempera- 
ture of 45 degree is most 
desirable for 
milk production. 

Investigators have gone 
so far as to use ice in a 
barn in the summer, just 
to show that the proper de- 
gree of coolness would in- 
crease the milk flow. It is 
granted, of course, that 
cooling a barn this way is 
not practical. 

Barns can be kept as cool 
as 45 degrees throughout 
most of the winter months, 
but observations show that

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Seed Loans Now 
Ready for Farmers 


K. H. Farrier, Field 
‘Supervisor of the Emer- 
gency Crop and Feed Loan 
Office at Abingdorf, has 
returned to his headquart- 
ers from Baltimore, Mary- 
land, where he was called 
for conference with the offi- 
cials of the Emergency 
Crop and Feed Loan Sec- 
tion of the Farm Credit 
Administration. 

Mr. Farrier reports that 
the purpose of the confer- 
ference was to review the 
work in connection with 
loans made in 1940 and 
prior years and to discuss 
regulations and other infor- 
mation with respect to the 
program this year, Mr. Far- 
rier states that the regu- 
lations will be in line with 
those of the past years 
He also explained the fact 
that no delay will be oc- 
casioned for msking loans 
ear'y, since Congress now 
provides a revolving fund, 
and it is pot necessary to 
make yearly appropri- 
ations. 

Mr. Farrier reported t at 
617 farmers in his terri- 
tory, which is comprised of 
Bland, Buchanan, Dicken- 
son, Grayson, Lee, Russell, 
Scott, Tazewell, Washing- 
ton, Wise, and Wythe 
Counties, obtained joans in 
1940. . Since the firstcrop 
loans in bis territory were 
made, 5,524 farmers have 
received loans; and of these 
loans, a very satisfactory 
per centage has been re- 
paid. Of the amount lent 
from 1933 through 1940, 
better than 90 per cent has 
been repaid. 

The purpose of this loan 
is to furnish credit to farm- 
ers for the purchase of seed 
fertilizer, and other sup- 
plies, or for expenses neces- 
sary of incident to the pro- 
duction of cash crops for 
market. It is the policy 

. of the Emergency Crop 
and Feed Loan Office to in- 
sist that their borrowers 
conform to practice ap 
proved by the Extension 
Service and, also, the Soi! 
Conservation Program. 

Loans of the Emergency 
Crop and Feed Loan Office 
are primarily designed to 
serve at low cost that large 
group of farm owners and 
tenants who are experienc- 
ed farmers, but who donot 
have sufficient collateral to 
obtain loans from Product- 
ion Credit Associations or 
local banks, and whoat the 
same time do not need re- 
habilitatioa. 

At the present time the 
maximum amount lent to 
apy one individual is $400 
A crop lien is taken as 
security in the case of crop 
loans, and in the case of

re-elected by the stockhold- 
ers. The board of directors 
wes organized by the elect- 
ion of S. J. Shelburne, di- 
vision superintendent of 
schools for Lee County, as 
its chairman. The Lee 
Bank and Trust Company 
is a financial institution 
owned by its stockholders, 
and controlled and managed 
by a board of directors se- 
lected by, and from its

Batty About Bats 


An artic’e in a recent is- 
sue of “The Southern 
Sportsman” of Austin, 
Texas, points out that 
many Southern states con- 
sider the bata very valu- 
able mammal. In fact, in 
some of these states it is 
unlawful to kill or injure 
bats. The reason for this 
is that they eat half their 
weight in insects each 
night. Bats, if :ou have 
forgotten, are the only 
creatures in the mammal 
classification that are 
equipped to fy. There 
are more than 260 species 
and subspec’es of these ani- 
mais in North America a- 
lone. Contrary to general 
opinion, the nitive species 
of tats are among the 
most harmless of mainmais.

Fred W. Stockham insisted: 
upon giving his gas mask 
to the wounded man. | 
Then, with undaunted 
courage and valor, Stock-' 
ham continued to direct and 
assist in the evacuation of 





in an area 
saturated with gas and 
swept with artillery fire, 
until he collapsed from the 
effects of the novious fumes. 
His exposure to the gas 
caused his death a few days 
later. 

When a review of the 
War Department records 
several months ago reveal- 
ed the heroism of Stockham, 
he was posthumously a- 
warded the Congressional 
Medal of Honor by direc- 
tion of President Roose- 
Roosevelt. Rarely have the

* Battered and worn is an 
old day book that rests in 
the archives of the Histori- 
cal Society of Pennsylvania, 
yet within its covers are 
some of the most dissimilar 
eutries ever included’ in'a 
single volume. Its pages 
revéal records of Masonic 
meetings, tavern bills, hard-|- 
ware accounts and data 
comprising the first log of| 

- the Marines. 

Flames of the Revolution 
had not yet begun to smoul- 
der in 1749, when a Quaker 
gentleman neatly inscribed 
in the leather-bound book 
the minutes of a Masonic 
meeting. For some six 
years thereafter accounts of 
similar meetings were faith- 
fully entered in the ledger 
of Tun Tavern, formerly a 
riverside hostelry near the 
Delaware in old Philadelph- 
ia. 

But the Masons moved 
to new quarters in 1755, 
leaving-their ledger bedind. 
A score of years later wheu 
the Marines were drum- 
ming up recruits for the 
new Continental Navy, 
they made their rendezvous 
at the tavern, and the book 
was used to jot down the 
names~and-records “of” 
newly-recruited sea soldiers. 

Almost as legible: as 
when they were written the 
book reveals the muster} 
roll, pay roll and other re- 
cords of these early Ameri- 
can Marines, the first of 
the entries beginning ‘in 
1776. and showing the va— 
rious sums they were paid 
in pounds, shillings and 
pence. 

Soon after 1779 the Ma- 

- rines abandoned the book 
and the tavern proprietor 
found it handy to itemize 
the bar bills of his custom- 
ers, these accounts running 
up until 1786. Nearly fifty 
years later a hardware mer- 
chant used the aging tome 
as a day book. 

After serving so many 
purposes the forgotten book 
lay in an attic for another 
half-century until it became 
the property of the Histori- 
cal Society in 1891.

Enemy vessels, captured 
by our bluejackets and U.

“prizes,’’ and the joy of 
our naval forces in subdu- 
ing the enemy was often 
considerably increased by 
the prospect of prize money.

At first, prize 
money was awarded to na- 
val officers and bluejackets 
alone, but early in January, 
1776, Congress passed a 
law allowing

North African Con- 
flict Recalls Tri- 
politan War 


The recent’ conflict be- 
tween British and Italian 
troops in North Africa has 
thrust the little town of 
Derna into the limelight. 
Normally, the fortified 
Libyan stronghold is rarely 
mentioned in the news. 

Yet the same Derna, or 
Derne, as it is sometimes 
called, was a focal point in 
the struggle between A- 
mericans and Tripolitans at 
the beginning of the last 
century. The capture of 
that city in April, 1805, 
was a noteworthy triumph 
for the American Navy. 

America balked at paying 
tribute to the Barbary pi- 
rates. as the price of our 
freedom on the seas, Wil- 
liam Eaton, naval agent to 
the Barbary States, planned 
to depose the governor of 
Derne and to place in power 
a ruler more friendly to the 
United States, His military 
Presley N. O’Bannon, of 
the Marine Corps. _ 

With the handful of A- 
merican forces at their dis- 
posal they knew that this 
could not be accomplished. 
At Alexandria, Egypt, they 
organized an expedition 
composed of Greeks, Turks, 
Arabians and the polyglot 
dwellers of northern Africa 
headed by afew Marines, 
and they set out for the 
Tripolitan stronghold. 

On their march of nearly 
600 miles across the desert 
the Americans met with re- 
volt, dissension and open 
mutiny among their follow- 
ers, while the lack of food 
and water added to ther 
woes. Only the firm atti- 
tude of Eaton, supported 
by O’Bannon and his Ma- 
tines, brought the expedi- 
tion to a successful climax. 

At Derne, the overland 
party was reinforced by the 
crews of three American 
gunboats. The surrender of 
the town was demanded. It 
was refused. The Ameri- 
cansand their allies swept 
forward, captured the fort- 
ress and turned its guns up- 
on the enemy, while Lien- 
tenant O’Bannon of the 
Marine Corps, and Mid- 
shipman Mann, of the 
Navy, tore down the Tri- 
politan standard and flung 
Old Glory to the breeze.

Pursuant to 2 proposal authorized 
by this Commission March 1, 1941, 
which was published as required by 
law, the following regulation was 
adopted at a meeting in Richmond, 
Virginia, March 28, 1941:

That it shall be unlawful to hunt 
foxes and furbearing animals and 
predatory or undesirable species of 
birds and animals in the National 
Forests at night except during the 
general open hunting season. 

That it shall be unlawful for any 
person, or group of persons, totake 
more than two raccoons in any one 
24-hour period, or more than 12 per 
season, in the National Forests. 

That it shall be unlawful to hunt 
with gun and dogs, or with dogs in 
the National Forest areas except 
during the season during which 
nonmigratory game birds and game 
animals may be hunted. 

That it shall be unlawful to have 
in possession any firearm in the 
National Forests, except during the 
open season during which nonmigrs- 
tory game birds and game animals 
may be hunted; provided that this 
shali not apply to persons holding 
permits granted by the Commission 
authorizing the same, or persons 
engaged as officers of the peace 
while actually engaged in the per- 
formance of their duties as such, or 
persons transporting firearmsacross 
National Forest lands if such fire- 
arms are unloaded and cased or 
otherwise dismantled.” For the pur- 
pose hereof the word “‘possession’’ 
shall include heving s gun in one’s 
caror other conveyance while on 
the above mentioned ares.

Syphilis in the Young 


“The average person, if 
giving any thought to the 
syphilis problem is likely 
to have many misconcep- 
tions about this disease.

Nevertheless, 25,000 babies 
in the United States are 
killed annually by syphilis 
either prior to birth or dur- 
ing the first year of life, 
and at least 60,000 babies 








fant deaths could be avoid- 
ed. Early and adequate 
treatment of every expect» 
ant mother automatically 
would achieve this result. 
“The medical profession, 
if given a chance to do so, 
can discover syphilis, if 
present, in the mother-to- 
be. This is accomplished 
through blood tests and 
physical examinetions-pro- 
cedues that should be fol- 
lowed in the case of every 
woman expecting a baby.

Baseball Follows 
Flag 

Baseball, 'ong called our 
national game, is familiar 
to mary nations beyond 
our borders. The fact that 
the game is popular in 
other couatries is largely 
due to the travels of our 
soldiers, sailorsand marines 
who have carried their 
baseball gloves and bats 
with them when they have 
gone abroad. 

Wherever the Marines 
have ianded and have 
estabiished themselves, 
they have played baseball. 
In China, the Philippines, 
Guam, Cuba, or Nicaragua, 
baseball diamonds were 
laid out as soon as the im- 
mediate objectives of the 
various expeditions to thuse 
eountries had been achiev- 
ed. 

Japanese teams have 
played the U. S. Marines 
in the United States, in 
Japan, and elsewhere in the 
Orient. \Vhen the sea sol- 
diers introduced baseball 
to Nicaragua it caught on 
like wildfire, and soon 
native teams played base- 
ball with the same enthus- 
jasm and with almost as 
much skill as their Ameri- 
can tutors. 

Few races have taken to 
the pastime with more 
zest than the Filipinos, who 
promptly adopted the sport 
as their own after watching 
our doughboys or marines 
on the diamond. Io les 
than ten years after the 
American occupation of the 
Philippines many native 
teams were expert players. 

Cubans have long been 
profic.ent in our national 
game and some of them 
bave won places with our 
big league teams. From 
time to time post-season 
games, played by American 
professivnais have attract- 
ed fans in Europe orin 
countries as far distant as 
Ceylon and Egypt. 

Baseball appears to in- 
terest spectators of ali 
races, but itis generaliy w 
those countries where our 
Marines or doughboya have 
remained for long period: 
that the game has takeu 
firm rout and won new 
n«tionals to its ranks.

tary of the Virginia Petro- 
leum Industries Commit- 
tee, 8 id today. 

More than half of the 
car owning families in this 
state, government studies 
indicate, have incomes of 
less than $80 a. week. If 
the federal tax is increased 
the levy will then take each 
year an average of half a 
week’s income from a 
majority of the car-owning 
families in Virginia,” said 
Mr. Kyho. “That will be 
in addition to the high 
state automotive taxes, 
which absorb two week’s 
income of many families.

A ten-year average profit of 
the fertilizer industry as report- 
ed by the Bureau of Internal 
Revenue shows a return of only 
one and five one-hundredth cents 
on a dollar of sales while 32,000 
farmers in a recent survey re- 
ported a return of $3.60 in in- 
creased yields for cach dollar 
spent on fertilizer. 

In the last ten years for which 
figures are available 1929-1938— 
total fertilizer profits amounted 
to one and five hundredths cents 
for each dollar of sales, or 94 cents 
on each ton of $26 fertilizer sold.

Oar Flag Girdles 
The Globe 


Old Glory, proud sym- 
bol of our country, will cele- 
brate its 164th anniversary 
on June 14, the date of its 
official adoption in 1777. 
Like the British Empire, 
which takes pride in the 
fact that the sun never sets 
on our flag, we Americans 
may also claim that in some 
part of the world our Na- 
tional Flag is always float- 
ing in the breeze. 

We may have fewer far- 
flung possessions than 
some of the older nations, 
yet Old Glory is known in 
every clime and place. For 
example, it is the custom 
of the U. S. Marines to 
raise our flag every morn- 
ing at eight o’clock. It re- 
mains flying until sunset. 

Three hours after the 
Marines at naval stations 
along our eastern seaboard 
have raised the flag, their 
comrades at other posts a- 
long the west coast salute 
the colors as they are haul- 
ed briskly to the top of the 
flagstaff. 

About two and a_ half 
hours later the ceremony is 
repeated in the Hawaiian 
Islands. More than five 
hours will have elapsed be- 
fore the flag is raised by 
the sea soldiers in the Phil- 
ippines. At virtually the 
same hour, the Marines 
hoist the flag in China, at 
Peiping, Tientsin or Shang- 
hai. 

Several hours later the 
westward march “of day- 
light catches the fluttering 
folds of the Star-Spangled 
Banner flying over Ameri- 
can Consulates and Embas- 
sies in Europe, and soon 
after the sun has passed its 
zenith in the Old World it 
is again flung to the breeze 
on the Atlantic seaboard. 

Thus the Stars and Strip- 
es, beloved standard of a 
free nation, makes its ap- 
pearance in the early morn- 
ing hours and remains fly- 
ing until the sun dissapears 
over the horizon.

AAA Performance 
Check Will Start 





Checking of performance 
on the farms of more than 
2500 Lee County farmers 
who are participating in 
the 1941 AAA Farm Pro- 
gram will begin about 
June 25 according to F. K. 
Hyatt, Chairman of the 
County AAA Committee. 

The county committee 
{has endeavored to select 
competent supervisors who 
will check performance on 
every farm in the county. 
| The supervisors will deter- 
| mine crops planted on the 





“|iland of each grower who 


|has signed a farm plan, in- 


idicating his intention to} 


| participate in the 1941 AAA 
| program. 

| Aerial photographs are 
used by supervisors in 
checking farm performance. 
| Cotton, tobacco, wheat, 
jand peanut acreages on 
nonparticipating farms also 
are measured in this man- 
ner for marketing quota 
records. This bas proved 
to be the most accurate 
and satisfactory method of 
determining crop acreages, 
Mr. Hyatt said. 

The county committee 
|bas instructed supervisors 
to obtain the performance 
information only when ac- 
companied by the farmer 
or his authorized represen- 
tatige. The county asso- 
ciation hopes that farm 
operators will cooperate 
jfully with the supervisors, 
so that checking may be 
completed with the mini- 
imum delay. Such cooper- 
ation will resut in more 
efficient and accurate work, 
and reduced cost.

by recent studies of tuber- 
culosis patients five years 
after they had been dis- 
charged from public sana- 
toria. 

“In Virginia,’’ said Miss 
Foster, even Jnow nearly 80 
percent of all patients ad- 
mitted to the Siate’s three 
sanatoria are in the far.ad 
vanced or moderately ad- 
vanced stages of tuberculos- 
is, and only about 11 per 
cent are classed as early 
cases.”’ 

The study was made in 
Virginia and 15 other Stat- 
es by the National Tubercu- 
losis Association, assisted 
in the Old Dominion by 
the Virginia Tuberculosis 
Association in co-operation 
with the State Department 
of Health. 

“It was found,’’ said 
Miss Foster, that five years 
after leaving sanatoria 73 
per cent of those whose dis- 
ease was in its early stages 
when treatment began 
were living, while only 39 
per cent of those who began 
treatment after the disease 
had progressed to far ad- 
vanced stages were alive. 

“It was also demonstrat- 
ed that the condition of the 
patient on discharge ap- 
pears to determine to a 
large extent his chance to 
live, for 80 percent of those 
whose disease was arrested 
and 74 percent of those ‘ap- 
parently arrested’ were liv- 
ing at the end of the five- 
jyear period. Only 39 per- 
cent whose disease was still 
unstable when they quit 
the sanatorium were found 
to be alive. 

“This fact,’? Miss Foster 


continued, ‘‘reemphasized 
the importance of continued 
treatment. Of those dis- 


charged with the approval 
of doctors, the study dis- 
closed that 60 percent were 
living five years after leav- 
ing the sanatoria, while 
only 36 percent of those 
who left against the advice 
of physicians were still a- 
live. 

“The findings of this 
study emphasize two points: 





One--the need to look for 
tuberculosis among appar- 
ently healthy people to find 
it in its incipiency; two-- 
importance of continuing 
treatment until the doctors 
consider the disease arrest- 
ed.

Fertilizer Profits Low 


A ten-year average profit of 
the fertilizer industry as report- 
ed by the Bureau of Internal 
Revenue shows a return of only 
one and five one-hundredth cents 
on 8 dollar of sales while 32,000 
farmers in a recent survey re- 
ported a return of $3.60 in in- 
creased yields for each dollar 
spent on fertilizer. 

In the last ten years for which 
figures are available 1929-1933— 
total fertilizer profits amounted 
to one and five hundredths cents 
for each dollar of sales, or 94 cents 
on each ton of $26 fertilizer sold. 

Figures just released by the 
Commissioner of Internal Rev- 
enue on corporati@® income tax 
returns by industries for 1938 
shows returns for 374 fertilizer 
manufacturers, Of this number 
161 or 43 per cent reported defi- 
cits, The average return for 
was 3.6 per cent. The 

reports returns of 16 
large chemical companies not 
engaged in fertilizer manufae- 
ture showed a return of 205 
per cent.

On our desk is a recent issue of Lord Beaver- 
brook’s London Express, one of England’s foremost 
newspapers. It is interesting to compare the Express 
with United States’ newspapers. 

Largely because of a newsprint shortage occasioned 
by lack of transportation fucilities from Canada, Lon- 
don newspapers are restricted in size. The issue of the 
Express at hand is only four pages. Advertising space 
i: limited to sxteen inches to any one advertiser, the 
largest ad in the Express being ‘Macleans Peroxide 
tooth paste, British to the teeth.’ The remaining ads 
deal mostly with women’s clothes, tobacco and Booth’s 
Dry Gin. 

Most of the news articles are confined to several 
ioches of type. The lead story telis of the bombing of 
Porliment, to which the Express devoted about a col- 
umn of type. (Most U.S. newspapers carried two to 
three columns )

Richmond — A teaching 
unit of suggested activities 
for elementary, junior high 
and high school papils is 
being presented this sum- 
mer to students in the 
State teachers’ college by 
the Virginia Tuberculosis 
Association. ‘Lighthouses 
of Science” is the title of

Blacksburg — The idea 
bas been bandied for years 
that farm folks have plenty 
of good food to eat. That 
may have been true in the 
“good old days,” or in the 
days before cash-crop farm- 
ing, but recent examinat- 
ions by farm peop’e them- 
selves tell a different story. 
Hundreds of Virginia farms 
do not produce a family 
living. 

Doctors, too, are finding 
that rural people suffer al- 
most as much as city peo- 
ple from ailments that are 
traceable to insufficient or 
improper food. They say 
that at least 20 percent of 
our population suffers 
from poor nutrition. 

One of the main objec- 
tives of Virginia's county 
agricultural program plan- 
ning work is to get accur-

Egg Marketing 
Pointers 





A bad egg is just a good 
egg gone wrong, but when 
175 million dozen eggs go 
bad-az they do each year- 
that’s something to worry 
about, says H. L. Moore, 
poultry husbandman of the 
V.P I. Extension Divis- 
ion. The way to prevent 
much of this tremendous 
egg loss is to follow good 
production methods on the 
farm, and good methcds of 
handling eggs fiom the 
nest to the consumer.

Expected To Register 


In Virginia July 1 


Little or no confusion is 
expected anywhere in Vir- 
ginia on Registration Day, 
Tuesday, July 1, because 
there will be fewer persons 
to register than last year 
and because almost all per- 
sous who will ask the ques- 
tions have the experience of 
the first registration day, 
Colonel Mills F. Neal, 
State Director for Selective 
Service, said today. 

The vast majority of the 
approximately 19, 
0 00 young men wh o will 
sign up in Virginia are 
those who have attained the 
age of 21 since last October 
16, Colonel Neal said. 
Pink cards will be used for 
them by registrars to di s- 
tinguish between the white 
cards of those who 
registered last year. The 
hours f o r registration will 
béfrom 7 A.M. until 9 P.M. 
and the place will be the 
nearest office of t h e Selec- 
tive Service Local Board or 
other placés designated by 
the Local Board,” 

It was pointed ou t today 
that, with only a fe wex- 
ceptions, every male person 
who is 21 yearsold on or 
before midnight July 1,1941 
must register, unless he did 
so last October. These few 
exceptions include men who 
already are in the military 
service, whohave been 
accepted f o r admittance in 
t h e United States Military 
Academy, Naval fAcademy, 
or Coast Guard Academy, 
or w h o attaches of foreign 
embassies and legations who 
have not declared their in- 
tention to become citizens of 
the United States. 

Colonel Neal emphasized 
that if there is any ques— 
tion in a person's mind 
whether or not itis neces- 





sary for him to register, he 
should report tot he local 
Selective Service Board and 
lett he officials there de- 


cide hiscase. Every per- 
son subject to registration 
who, on the day fixed for 


registration, isnot within 
one of t b e several states of 
the United States, the 
District of Columbia, 
Alask, Puerto 
Rico, and w h o is therefore 
outside of t h e areas where 
Local Boards are organized, 
shall present himself for 
immediately 
upon return tothe States 
or oneof its territories. 
Officials explained that all 
inmates of insane asylums, 
jails, penitentiaries, re- 
formatories and similar 
institutions, who are sub- 
ject to registration, must 
report thed ay they leave 
the institution.

News from the diplomatic and military fronts in this 
the most officially censored of all wars is becoming so 


rumor-ridden and contradictory that the average Ameri- 
can reader, of which the editor is one, hasn’t the slight- 
est idea of what it’s all about. Of course a big event 
like the sinkings of the Hood ond Bismark, the evacua- 
tion of Crete, the German-Turkish Alliance, the Capture 
of Damsacus, which are addmitted by both sides, breakes 
through in fairly believable form now and then. But 
these are mere incidents in the drama, grace notes to the 
main theme. ‘The big story of who’s winning the war, 
what’s happening to men, materiel and morale among 
the Axis and the Allies is so obscure that even the so- 
called experts can only speculate. 





‘The trouble is that those who know won’t talk; and 
those who don’t know talk too much. The news is divid- 
ed into two sorts: That from official headquarters in 


London, Rome and Berlin which is largely true but not 


interesting; and that from the rumor factories of neutral 
capitals like Libson. Stockholm, Cario and Ankara which 
is interesting but not true.

Richmond — Jnquiries 
teaching headquarters here 
of the Virginia Tuberculosis 

ssociation indicate wide- 
spread interest throughout 
the State in the compulsory 
chest examinations being 
required of school teachers, 
barbers, beauticians and 
food handlers in Alexandria. 

Miss Leslie Combs Fos- 
ter, executive secretary of 
the Virginia Tuberculosis 
Association, said today that 
information received by her 
indicaies that several Vir- 
ginia cities and counties are 
considering following the 
example set by Alexandria 
in discovering tuberculosis 
through an X-ray survey. 

According to the Alexan- 
drio Tuberculosis Associa- 
tion, an affiliate of the State 
organization, nine active 
cases of tuberculosis were 
discovered in 2,425 exami- 
nations conducted jointly in 
that city by the Alexandria 
Tuberculosis Association 
and the City Health De- 
partment: 1,125 school 
children, adults and pre- 
school children and 1300 
persons covered by the new 
enforced city health ordi- 
nance. 

The group of infected 
persons found included 
three members of the public 
school personnel, one bar- 
ber, a chef, one handler of 
jdairy products, a domestic 
servant, dud one laborer 
and one student. 

Mrs. Doris D. Tompkins, 


executive secretary of the 





Alexandria Tuberculosis 
Association, reported that 
the school employees 


X-rayed consisted of 240 
teachers, clerks and janitors. 
Three active cases of tuber- 
culosis were found in this 
group, five showed arrested 
tuberculosis, one case was 
suspicious and 231 were 
negative. Those showing 
active tuberculosis included 
the high school librarian, a 
clerk in a principal’s office, 
and an elementary teacher. 
Two of these patients now 
are receiving sanatorium 
treatment and the third is 
under medical care. 

‘‘We were agreeably sur- 
prised.’’ said Mrs. Tomp- 
kins ‘‘that there was little 
or no objection raised by the 
school personnel when it 
was made known that they 
must have an X-Ray. 
When the results became 
known to them the entire 
group felt thankful that

Public Health Service, de- 
clared here that 320,000 
nurses would be drained 
from civilian life to fill 
needs of the defense pro- 
gram.

Dr. Parran said the total 
of nurses in the United 
States does not begin to be 
enough to meet ‘all even- 
tualities.’’ 

“‘We need to double or 
triple the number of wo- 
men competent to do some 
nursing task,’’ he declared. 

He reported the Civil 
Defense Agency needs an 
unlimited number of wo- 
men trained as nurses’ 
aides. To meet this short- 
age of trained women, the 
American Red Cross has 
launched a program of in- 
struction for nurses’ aides 
in key metropolitan cities. 

With funds allocated by 
the Congress, Dr. Parran 
said a four-point point pro- 
gram was being developed 
to provide increased nurse 
power. 

“First,” he said, ‘‘we 
shall begin ‘refresher cours- 
es in various parts of the 
country to equip inactive 
nurses to return to duty, 
releasing younger women 
for military service. 

“Second, we shall pro- 
ceed as rapidly as possible 
to increase the capacity of 
nursing schools for training

There are several parallels between Hitler's invas- 
ion of Russia and that of Napoleon 129 yeara ago. 
When Napoleon ventured into.Russia he, too, was try- 
ing to blockade England by conquering all Europe. 

Early in bis wars Napoleon made an alliance with 
Russia, which cooled when the partners were unable to 
agree on the division of Turkey, 

In 1812 Napoleon had assembled the greatest army 
the world had seen up to that time. He started afi: al 
campaign against Russia on June 24. Hitler began bis 
thru.t on June 22. Under the Russian strategy of re- 
treat the front widened from 135 to 160 miles and Na- 
poleon’s force dwindled from 363,000 to 229,000 in five 
weeks. 

When Napoleon occupied the burning city of Mos. 
cow, his army was spread over a triangle with the sides 
totaling 570 miles. In the subsequent battle of Maloy- 
aroslavetz the French were badly beaten. 

Forced to retreat, Napoleon soon found winter a 
wore enemy thaa the Cossacks. His army, decimated 
to 50,000 before winter struck, completely disintegrated 
and Napoleon fled to Paris. Three years later, his 
prestige gone, a new army was not able to save him 
from defeat by the British at Waterloo.

{Quail Census To _ 
Determine Season 
Closing Date 


Richmond — Virginia's 
1941 quail hunting season 
will be set after the com- 
pletion of a large scalequail 
census recently begun by 
game wardens and field 
biologists of the Commis- 
sion of Game and Impland 
Fisheries. The census will 
be carried out on approxi- 
mately a quarter of a mil- 
lion acres of representative 
Virginia quail lands, and 
the number of quail found 
|will be carefully compared 
to the number of birds pre- 
sent on the same areas last 
year. Aithough prelimin- 
ary work on the census is 
already under way, it will 
not be completed until 
October, when most of the 
young quail will be nearly 
mature.

where there is a scarcity of 
labor, says George Herring, 
animal husbandman, Vir- 
ginia Agrcultural Exten- 
sion Division. A feeder of 
adequate capacity should 
need filling only about 
once a week; this, plus a 
little attention each day, 
to see that it is working 
properly, is all the labor 
involved in feeding. 

Another advantage of 
using a self-feeder is that 
it saves feed. If grain is 
placed in one compartment 
of a feeder and a high pro- 
tein feed in another, pigs 
will balance their own 
ration, usually better than 
could be done by scientific 
calculation. Of course, 
feeds in the different com- 
partments must be pa‘at+ 
able if the pigs are going 
to eat all they want. 

Pigs gain rapidly on self- 
feelers because they eat 
what they want when they 
want it. Because they eat 
more, they gain more rapid- 

ly than under most hand 
feeding methods. And 
rapid gains, Herring says, 
are most economical. 

The self feeder is best 
ladapted to feeding p'gs for 
market. It may be used 
jin a creep before p‘gs are 

weaned, or ercod sows and 
| pies may be self-'ed after 
the pigs are two or three 
w.eks o'd. There is hard- 
ly any setback at weaning 
time if pigs are sffted on 
a se'f-feeder we | in advance 
of weauing. Sows that are 
not sickling a litter are 
szidom put on a self-fceder, 
as they can usually be fed 
more cheaply by other 
methods. 

Se.f-feeders are especialiy 
well adapted to present 
conditions. The labor- 
saving feature is of import- 
ance; but there is also good 
profit in feeding hogs now, 
and Herring rep ats that 
under suca conditions rapid 
gains with a quick turnover 
are desirable,

We are unable to agree with the well-meaning per- 
sons who insist that, when the present war ends, there 
should be no indemnities. 

frankly, so far as we can judge, 
would be to compel the German people to pay 
destruction caused by the Nazi attacks upon other 
peoples. Naturally, they will not have the money but 
there is no reason why they cannot repay in kind the 
goods, supplies and materials that they have stolen. 

Just as Hitler requires the conquered peop'e to give 
up whatever his invading troops require, and to labor 
for the Reieh, the day will come when the people of 
Germany, now enjoying the fruits of their Fuebrer’s 
banditry, will have to toil to repay those they have 
robbed.

In Rotterdam, after 
Holland surrendered, th: Luftwaffe gave the people a 
lesson, their bombs destroying 11.000 businesses and 
26,000 residences. 

We have no desire to inflict punishment upon the 
German people but neither have we any willingness to 
inflict permanent economic losses upon the helpless 
people who were the victims of Hitler’s mad dream of 
conquest, The greatest lesson that can come out of 
the present war is that aggreszion does not pay.

Light on Sea ‘Talks’ to Noise in ney 
And 84 U-Boat Victims Are Saved 


OW eighty-four men and 

‘women, most of them clingin, 
to life rafts after their to: 
ship had sunk, were saved by 
three men who never saw them— 
did not, in fact, know of their ex- 
istence—and who have never been 
identified by the survivors, is one 
of the new stories to come from 
the “Battle of the Atlantic.” 

The story is told by Arthur 
Strickland, crew member of the 
ship, and others of the crew who 
have arrived in this country. The 
stricken liner was the “Narissa,” 
of 5,500 tons, bound for a British 
port. At ten-thirty at night a Nazi 
submarine sent three t 
into the steamshij 
cession, breaking 
sinking her in less than five 
utes, 

“She was racked so badly by 
the torpedoes and sank so fast 
that the lifeboats were almost 
useless,” Strickland says. “Six of 
them were smashed or caught in 
the davits and one capsized. Only 
one was launched successfully. 

“Thirty survivors were in the 
lifeboat that remained upright. 
Fifty-four people were in 
water clinging to the rafts or 
afloat in life belts, trying to keep 
together. They were in a bad fix.

“Influenza is a very con- 
tagious disease which at- 
tacks the air passages or or- 

\gans with which we breathe. 
It occurs in the form of epi- 
demics varying consider- 
ably in extent and intensi- 
ty. Some affect a small 
number of people and do 
not spread very far Others 
attack many persons and 
spread extensively. Many 
think of influenza as mean- 
ing any bad cold. Frequent- 
ly it is difficult for the phy- 
sician at the outset to dis- 
tinguish between t hem. 
However, influenza is a 
true disease due to a special 
kind of virus or germ so 
small that it cannot be seen 
even by the use of a micro- 
scope,’’ states Dr. I. C. 
Riggin, State Health Com- 
missioner. 

“Influenza spreads from 
person to person by means 
of ‘droplet infection’, that 
is by small drops of mois- 
ture or mucous containing 
the virus and thrown off in- 
to the air by coughing, 
sneezing, laughing, or even 
loud talking on the part of 
one who has these germs. 
This disease also is spread 
through handling or using 
handkerchiefs, drin king 
cups, and other articles soil- 
ed by the discharges of one 
who has the germs in his 
nose or throat.

Tuberculosis 


Richmond—T he light= 
house theme of this year’s 
Christmas Seals, which go 
on sale in the Old Dominion 
and throughout the United 
States on November 24 to 
raise funds for the further 
control of tuberculosis, ha- 
a classic symbolism, accord- 
ing to Dr, Frank S. Johns, 
president of the Virginia 
Tuberculosis Association. 

A lighthouse, Dr. Johns 
explained, is a structure e- 
rected to carry light for the 
purpose of warning or guid- 
ance in connection with 
marine or aerial navigation. 
“‘Lighthouses,’’ he said, 
“symbolize protection. 
They jot the shores of the 
United States just as the 
tuberculosis associations jot 
our States and nation, warn- 
ing and guiding the people 
against treacherous currents 
currents and the shoals of 
indifference to a serious 
health problem. 

“The first lighthouses of 
antiquity,’’ Dr. Johns con- 
tinued, “‘apparently were 
no more than beacon fires. 
The oldest lighthouse in the 
United States is believed to

Disease Carriers 





“One of the problems 
that challenges public health 
officials is represented by 
that type of person known 
as a ‘carrier’. While one 
who has recovered froma 
contagious disease usually 
has had his body freed of 
the infecting agent, there is 
relatively a small propor- 
tion of recoveries where the 
individual continues to be 
host to the living microor- 
ganism that caused the 1l- 
ness, thus representing a 
dangerous source of infec- 
tion to others,’’ states Dr. 
I. C. Riggin, State Health 
Commissioner. 

“The fact that the ‘car- 
rier enjoys good health 
sometimes results in the de- 
velopment of a string of ad- 
ditional cases before he is, 
discovered. In in- 
stances the for of investiga- 
tion required to find the un- 
witting culprit assumes a 
character almost similar to 
that made in tracking down 
perpetiators of major crimes. 
“A recent case in Vir- 
ginia illustrates the vital 
necessity, as a protection to 
the public, of keeping re- 
cord of one particular type 
of human vector, namely, 
the typhoid carrier. It has 
been known that of all car- 
riers in the temperate zone, 
the typhoid fever one is the 
most numerous. Because of 
this fact the State Depart- 
ment of Health, through 
the active cooperation of 
practicing physicians, lists 
the known typhoid carriers, 
requests them to report per- 
iodically to local health of- 
ficials, and forbids them to 
enter occupations, such as 
those involved in the hand- 
ling of food, which would 
make possible the spread of 
the infection to which they 
are hosts. In counties lack- 
ing local health depart- 
ments, the State Depart- 
ment of Health directly 
checks on such cases. Other 
states that know of carriers 
in their jurisdiction moving 
to Virginia notify the De- 
partment on a reciprocal a- 
greement so that proper su- 
pervision immediately may 
be applied. :

Fish Rescue 
Attempted 


Richmond—The rescue 
of game fish trapped in 
small pools along the bed 
of the drought-shrunken 
James River was ha un- 
necessary last week by a 
Commission of Game and 
Inland Fisheries rescue 
crew and volunteer helpers 
from Richmond who spent 
afull day searching for fish 
endangered by the low wa- 
ter. 

Sportsmen, fearing that 
many bass and other game 
fish would die if not moved 
to deeper water, requested 
the Game Commission to 
send men and equipment to 
the river to move the trap- 
ped fish out of the small 
pools. The fish were well 
able to care for themselves, 
however, practically all of 
them being found in the 
larger holes where flowing 
water insured their safety.

The evil springs from two sources: the system of 
making papment of the capitation tax a pre-requisite for 
voting and a very loosely-drawn so-called ‘‘Absent 
Voters Law.’’ 

In many sections, the poll tax requiements, intend 
ed origionally as a restriction upon the franchise, actual- 
ly restricts only those who are unwilling to have their 
taxes paid by one of the candidates in exchange for their 
votes. In varying degrees, payment of the poll tax of 
voters by candidates occurs in almost every locality where 
there is sharp competition for public office. [In some lo- 
calities this practice is so general and so long established 
that voters expect to have the poll taxes paid by the 
candidates asa part of the normal procedure, and the 
candidate regards an outlay of Several thousand dollars 
for the payment of the poll taxes of his prospective 
constituents as a normal campaign liability. 

This practice is vicious and burdensome for the 
candidate, degrading for the electorate, and destructive 
of respect for Jaw and the sacredness of the bollot. The 
poll tax reqriirement should be repealed. 

The flagrantly abused Absent Voters Law is an 
other festering sore in our democratic system. The pro- 
cedure established by this unfortunate statute, which 
was designed to permit voting by persons who are pre- 
vented by illness or other causes from going to the polls, 
has made it relatively easy for politicians close to the 
election machinery to cast large batches of fraudulent 
votes. 


Only one out of ten of our citizens or voting age 
participated in that primary. Only one out of four even 
of those who had paid the capitation tax participated in 
it. If that was tantamount to the election of a Governor 
of Virginia, then our democracy is indeed on a tenuous 


We can build the Republican Party here and now into a 
vigorous and powerful instrument of two-party govern- 
ment at the service of this Commonwealth, ‘and in doing 
so, we can place Virginia’s democracy on a firm found- 
ation, ready to meet any shocks and storms which the 
future may have in store. 

Now inclosing, let me say that 1 do not like to 
stand in the role of a Jeremiah. The picture that I have 
tried to paint of the future is one of awful uncertainty, 
but not of certain woe.

FERTILIZER CONSUMP- 
TION HITS NEW HIGH 


Washington, D. C—An all-time 
record fertilizer consumption was 
established when farmers used 
8,811,000 tons of commercial fer- 
tilizer on their land during the past 
erop year, according to the annual 
consumption report of The Nation- 
al Fertilizer Association. This is 
an increase of more than one-half | 
million tons over prior years. 

“Tonnage figures in themselves 
do not tell a complete story of 
plantfood consumption in this ban- 
ner year, since there has been a 

inerease in the amount 
of plantfood contained in a ton of 
fertiliser,” said Charles J. Brand, 
Executive Secretary and Treasurer 
of the Association. “This year's 
tonnage figure was 16 per cent 
above 1920, but the amount of 
plantfood contained and used was 
64 per cent greater.” It seems | 
likely that another tonnage in- 
crease is in store for next year.

The 9,000 freighter Le- 
high, flying an American 
fiagona run from Spain 
to West Africa to pick up

19, All hands were reseued]

The ‘Tannery’? curve on the Middlesboro-Pine- 
ville highway, after wrecking more than twenty cars in 
a few short weeks with more or less serious injuries to 
many people has finally brought death to a neighboring 
Virginia citizen and serious injury to another. That 
something should be done at once to eliminate this haz- 
ard will be agreed to by all. A 

_ However, the fact shouid be recognized that the 
State Highway Department cannot build all the connect- 
ing links on the new 25-E all at once. Highway funds 
for the continuation of U. §. 25-E through the city of 
Middlesboro which would eliminate this bad curve will 
not be available until next year. 


Therefore in the meantime effective signs should be 


placed some distance beyond this curve slowing down 
approaching cars to15 miles an hour. Enough of them 


should be placed far enough from the curve’s approach 
so that the motorist will have ample warning that an un- 


usual danger point lies ahead.

“A revently completed 
study by thie State Depart- 
ment of Health of the num- 
ber and causes of fatat acci- 
dents in Virginia during 
1940 again establishes the 
fact that the possibility of 
accidents in the home re- 
presents a real hazard to 
life and limb.

Social Security 





With defense industries 
calling for workers of all 
ages, Mr. Proctor, manager 
of the Social Security Board 
office in Bristol, Virginia, 
today issued a freminder to 
men and women who are 
receiving retirement bene- 
fits under the Social Securi- 
ty Act. ‘‘Not that the So- 
cial Security Board would 
discourage retired workers 
from going back to work,’’ 
Mr. Proctor said, ‘“‘but they 
must remember to notify 
the Social Security Board 
when they do so.’’ As 
stated in the ‘‘award letter’’ 
they received when their 
claims were approved, he 
explained, they cannot re- 
ceive their retiremeut bene- 
fits during any month in 
which they earn es much 
as $15 a month (that is, 
more than $14.99) on a job 
that comes under the Social 
Security Act. 

This is a matter of law, 
Mr. Proctor points out, and 
there is a penalty for disre- 
| garding it. The penalty 
causes a loss of 2 monthly 
payments for every one that 
should not have been paid.

At the same time the Di-

“The 
youthful drivers are disre- 
garding all laws of safety 
and are developing a spirit 
of discourtesy. The lack of 
personal responsibility, if 
continued, probably will 
not only put their own fa- 
milies in mourning but the 
families of others as well.’ 

The director pointed out 
that from the cases brought 
to his attention he is of the 
definite opinion that many 
youngsters are without the 
qualifications to be entitled 
to the use of the highway. 

“Without the  cooper- 
ation of parents there is not 
much chance of conditions 
improving,’’ the director 
said. ‘‘I am of the opinion 
that our laws should be 
materially strengthened 
with respect to allowing 
courts to revoke permits for 
tne so called minor offenses 
and for periods of less than 
twelve months.’’

Those trees, what are 
they? What does the dirt 
under the trees hold that 
interests you? Let us see, 
how did that tree get start- 
ed? First it began in a small 
way. In a little seed was 
stowed a tree in the minia- 
ture, which when planted 
in the soil and comes in 
contact with the sun and 
the rain began to expand. 
The little rootlets began to 
reach out in the soil and 
the embryo tree began 
climbing in search of light 
and air soit could breathe.
